ier, a position he* has held continuous­

Dover said.

yield- will result w-hen the crop 
is 
spacer1 much closer than has been the 
past custom, especially on the more 
fertile soils.. 
Later Cultivation.—One purpose of 
the first cultivation after thinning is 
to throw back to the plants the soil 
removed 
by chopping, but primarily 
the aim of this, as of all cultivations, 
is to keep the crop clean. 
There is 
no fixed rule for cultivating cotton. 
The proper cultivation will vary 
in 
method and in frequency according to 
the method of planting, the character 
and condition of the soil, the character 
of the season, and the timeliness and 
thoroughness 
of 
cultivation 
itself. 
Cotton planter in ridges or beds is 
cultivated 
largely 
with 
scrapes or 
sweeps 
after thinning, especially 
if 
the soil is light; but if planted in level 
furews it should be cultivated mainly 
with th 
ordinary 
frame cultivator, 
set with narrow hoes, such as are used 
in working a level-furrowed crop 
of 
corn. 
Sometimes a crop planted on 
poorly prepared land and slovenly c ul 
tivated ivquires considerable weeding 
with hand hoes, but there is never any 
necessity for hoe work when the land 
is well prepared and the cultivation 
with horse implements 
is 
thorough 
and timely. 
Frequency 
of Cultivation.— Under 
average conditions a thorough eult:- 
vation soon after each rain will keep 
the crop clean and wall maintain 
a 
surface mulch. 
By this rule the crop 
would be cultivated once in each per­ 
iod of ten days or two w e.ks, begin­ 
ning immediately after thinning and 
continuing until the bolls were one- 
half or two-thirds grown. 
However, 
if the season is very rainy, and the 
land so extremely 
fertile or poorly 
prepared 
that 
it 
produces a

growth of weeds and grass, more fre­ 
quent cultivation will bg^necessary. In 
general at least five cultivations will 
be required,

the number may 
range to ten under conditions which 
promote grass and weeds.

Cultivation.— Cotton 
should never be cultivated deeper than

Th.- grades of Good Middling, Mid­ 
dling, and Low Middling cover

A good knowledge 
of the*se three grades is usually suf­ 
ficient for th.' grower. 
Most of the 
remaining grades are generally used 
only in'close trades in the larger cot­ 
ton markets. 
The grower, especially if he ships 
his cotton to the larger market where 
it will be graded close, should know 
the qualities by which the grades are 
determined and should, 
if possible, 
put his cotton in the market clean and 
bright, 
Mo-t growers seldom 
know 
th 
grade of their product ami 
the 
price is largely 
controlled by 
the 
buyer. 
The grower should know at 
least the three principal grades men­ 
tioned above. 
Missouri cotton 
has in the 
past 
suffered no great injury from insects 
and 
diseases. 
However, 
cotton 
in 
general is particularly subject to dam­ 
age from these enemies. 
This is due 
to ’two conditions; (1) cotton is very 
dedicate in the early part of the sea­ 
son, ard (2) is on the land from nine 
to eleven months of the year, thus af­ 
fording harorage for insects and lodg­ 
ment for 
diseases 
long after it has 
ceased active growth. 
I/t will not be 
possible to mention here even briefly 
all of the enemies of cotton. 
But the 
more important om s will be mention­ 
ed and measures for controlling them 
summarized. 
The Mexican Boll Weevil.—«Of all 
cotton pests 
the 
boll weevil is the 
most destructive.. 
In the southwest 
part of the cotton belt this insect at 
times has reduced the crop by at least 
50 per cent. 
It feeds almost wholly 
upon the squares and young bolls. Toe 
adult weevil bores 
into the boll 
or 
square and deposits an egg there. Soon 
the egg hatches into a grub, or larva, 
which feeds upon the inner tissues of 
the 
boll 
or 
square and when full 
grown turns into a pupa, which ma­ 
tures rapidly into the adult weevil. 
The adult then eats its way out of the 
boll or square, soon bores into anoth­ 
er boll or square and lays its eggs. 
The time between (the eg g and the 
adult wevil is ordinarily two to three 
weeks. Thus the weevil multiplies very 
rapidly, the possible progeny of 
a 
pair of weevils 
in a season having 
been conservatively esrimated at near­ 
ly 13 million. Thd wVcvil moves frojrl 


most destructive insect enemy of the 
cotton crop. 
It is perhaps even more 
widely distributed than the boll wee­ 
vil. 
The boll worm i- also a pest of corn, 
tobacco, alfalfa, tomatoes and beans. 
It attacks corn in the young ear and 
¡- then called th.- corn ear-worm. 
It 
wifi do little damage to cotton so long 
as it can feed on the young ear*' of 
corn. 
Like the boll weevil the 
boll 
worm t tacks cotton chiefly in the ten­ 
der young bolls nad squares. 
The most practical way of escaping 
damage from 
tho 
boll 
worm is to 
make an early crop by the same m ea­ 
sures reconumr.ded for the control of 
the boll weevil. 
If the cotton crop 
is well advance<1 by the time the boll 
worm has ceased feeding on corn, it 
will- s u ff.r comparatively little dam­ 
age frcm this pest. 
I,ate fall plowing 
is also a 
good 
preventive. 
It kills 
many o f the pupae and exposes oth­ 
ers to frost and to birds and rodents. 
Othor Insect Enemies.— Of lese gen­ 
eral importance, although occasional­ 
ly doing much damage to eotton 
in 
some localities, are cotton leaf-worm, 
led spider, leaf-lice, cowpea pod-w.e- 
vil, cut-worms and caterpillars. 
Anthracnpsev— Cotton 
anthracnose, 
or boll-rot, appears as gray or pink 
spots on the immature bolls. 
Event­ 
ually the inside of the boll may be 
rotted out. 
Anthracnose is most virulent during 
wet seasons and may then seriously 
damage the crop. 
It makes little pro­ 
gress in dry weather. Wide spacing of 
the plants, so that sunshine can free­ 
ly reach the bolls, will have consider­ 
able effect in checking 
this disease. 
But far more effective means of con­ 
trol are: 
(1) the use of seed that is 
free from the disease, (2) crop rota­ 
tion and fall plowing, and (3) the use 
of varieties that have a tendency 
to 
resist the disease. 
It is highly de- 
irable to employ a rotation of crops 
that will keep eotton from the same 
part of the farm two years in success­ 
ion. 
If this is done the disease will 
probably die out. 
Cotton Wilt.— 'The leaves of a cottop 
plant affected by wilt, turn yellow and 
flal>by, and some of them fall. 
The 
plant will either die or, if not serious- 
y afferttd, live in a stunted condi­ 
tion. 
The disease comes from 
the 


the soil and at the same time providv 
for the needs of a diversified farm­ 
ing system. 
In genera], a systematic rotation of 
crops in our cotton section should in­ 
clude at Last 
cotton, corn and 
le­ 
gumes. 
It may also Include wheat or 
oats. 
Legumes should be grown alone 
as full season crops and some of them, 
especially < owpeas, 
may be plant* d 
with com. 
As a rule corn should fol­ 
low cotton. 
Winter eovt r crops, 
>f 
which rye is the most important for 
0 
us, should always be used 
to furnish 
pasturage, to prevent erosion of the 
soil, to keep the soil in good mechan­ 
ical condition, ami to im reaise its sup­ 
ply of organic matter. 
It must be emphasized that on most 
soils of the 
Missouri 
cotton section 
the only rational 
systc n of c otton 
fanning ri one which include- the fre­ 
quent production of legumes in rota­ 
tion with cotton and other crops. This 
system not only adds nitrogen to the 
soil in a profitable form; it may also 
conserve the natural 
store of nitro­ 
gen and greatly improve the mechani­ 
cal condition of the sod. 
Several of the Southern experiment 
stations have found a heavy increase 
in the yield of cotton after a legume 
ctop had been returned to the -oil. For 
example, the Alabama Station reports 
an increase of over 80 per cent, after 
plowing under a crop of cowpi as. The 
Missouri Experiment Station, in ox- 
p.rimcnt« on safcdy riand at Morley, 
Scctt County, found that turning un­ 
der eowpeas produced a far greater 
increase in 
the 
yields of com and 
wheat*than were produced by reason 
able applications of commercial fer­ 
tilizer. 
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soil, where it lives on decaying or­ 
ganic matter. 
It is a thread-like fun­ 
gus which enters the plant at the roots 
and soon clogs the upward passage 
of water in the roots and stems. 
Cottop wilt can be checked by ke p- 
ng cotton from the same land 
for 
three or four years, but this is not a 
complete remedy. 
A more effective 
means of control is the use of wilt- 
resistant varieties. 
A number of such 
v arieties or .strains, h iv e -been devel­ 
oped by .the« U. S. Department of A g ­ 
riculture, the most important of which 
are Dillion, Dixie, and Modella. 
Mosaic Disease.—This diease, often 
called 
blac-k-rust 
and 
yellow kaf- 
blight, is a widely known scourge of 
cotton, which does its greatest dam­ 
age on light sandy soils lacking 
in 
organiee matter and potash.

This methctd is said to be 
more rapid than thinning completely 
at the first operation and more likely 
to secure a uniform stand. 
The spacing of the hills should be 
regulated according to the fertility of 
the land, the variety of cotton, 
the 
time of thinriTng, and the spacing of 
the rows. 
Cotton, unlike corn, should 
he spaced clofer on poor land than on 
fertile land. 
The reason for this is 
that cotton w a wide-branching plant 
and on the more fertile land requires 
more space 
for 
the spread of 
its 
branches. 
Small early varieties, and 
also 
the 
“d u s te r” varieties, 
have 
shorter branches than the late 
big- 
boll varieties and require less space 
for growth. 
When any variety, un­ 
der any condition of soil, is thinned 
late the hill.« should be spaced com­ 
paratively close; for the longer the 
plants glow without being thinned the 
less they will spread in later stages. 
Finally, in wide rows the hills 
are 
spaced 
closer; and 
in narrow rows, 
farther apart. 
In general the rule of practical ex­ 
perience has been to space cotton hills 
on poor land, 10 to 15 inches apart; 
on 'and of medium fertility, 15 to 20 
inches; and on highly fertile land, 20 
to 24 inehev or more. The spacing of 
the rows also is according, to the fer­ 
tility of the soil, but commonly it var­ 
ies less than the spacing of the hills. 
Most upland cotton is planted in rows 
spaced 3, 3 by or 4 feet apart. 
On 
very fertile alluvial soils the rorws are 
sometimes 5 to 6 feet apart, but these 
extremely 
wide 
rows 
are used to 
make room for the formation of wide 
high beds as an aid to drainage rath­ 
er than because? the plants need such 
great spaces in which to develop. 
Most of the earlier investigations by 
Southern experiment stations on 
the 
question of 
spacing 
cotton seem to 
have shown that the above practices 
were sound, but more recent investi­ 
gations 
have 
indicated 
that better 
yic!d< will result when the crop 
is 
spaced much closer than has been the 
past custom, especially on the more 
fertile soils.. 
I^ater Cultivation.—One purpose of 
the first cultivation after thinning is 
to throw hack to the plants the soil 
removed 
by chopping, but primarily 
the aim of this, as of all cultivations, 
is to keep the crop clean. 
There is 
no fixed rule' for cultivating cotton.. 
The proper cultivation will vary 
in 
method and in frequency according to 
the method of planting, the character 
and condition of the soil, the character 
of the season, and the timeliness and 
thoroughness 
of 
cultivation 
itself. 
Cotton plantecl in ridges or beds is 
cultivated 
largely 
with 
scrapes or 
sweeps 
after thinning, especially 
if 
the soil is light; but if planted in level 
furcw.s it should be cultivated mainly 
with th.* ordinary 
frame cultivator, 
set with narrow hoes, such as are used 
in working a level-furrowed crop 
of 
corn. 
Sometimes a crop planted on 
poorly prepared land and slovenly uil- 
tivated requires considerable weeding 
with hand hoes, but there is never any 
necessity for hoe work when the land 
is well prepared and the cultivation 
with horse implements 
is 
thorough 
and timely. 
Frequency 
of Cultivation.— Under 
average conditions a thorough culti­ 
vation soon after each rain will keep 
the crop clean and will maintain 
a 
surface mulch. 
By this rule the crop 
would be cultivated once in each per­ 
iod of ten days or two weeks, begin­ 
ning immediately after thinning and 
continuing until the bolls were one- 
half or two-thirds grown. 
However, 
if the season is very rainy, and the 
land so extremely 
fertile or poorly 
prepared 
that 
it 
produces a 
rank 
growth of weeds and grass, more fre­ 
quent cultivation will bg^necesaary. In 
general at least five cultivations will 
be required, 
and 
the number may 
range to ten under conditions which 
promote grass and weeds. 
Dqpth 
of 
Cultivation.—Cotton' 
should' never be cultivated deeper than 
is .necTs-ary foi4 the destruction 
of 


,1,. 
.«mi wefds. 
The fir-t cultiva­ 
tion after thinning may go a« deep 
a« three Inches, but no later cultiva­ 
tion should be deeper than one or two 
inches, uni ess the grass and weed« 
are rank or a «tiff crust ha« formed 
a« the result of h.avy rain.« or the 
neglect 
to 
cultivate 
at the proper 
time. 
From thi field to the market cot­ 
ton pass«« through three pror*.««e«~ 
picking, ginning, baling. Cotton pick­ 
ing i« by far the most exper.dve oper­ 
ation in the production of the crop. 
In Missouri it begin« about the mid­ 
dle of September and sometime« ex­ 
tends far into 
winter, 
although the 
bullc of the crop is usually gathered 
by the mkki'e of December. 
On. per­ 
son can pick from 100 to 500 pounds 
of seed cotton a day, the amount de- 
pendirg upon the 
kill of the picker 
and the yield of the crop. 
In a fairly 
good crop, one making a total yield of 
1000 pounds of seed 
cotton to the 
acre, an experienced picker may be 
t xpitted to gather 200 pounds a day. 
At this rate he would require five «lay» 
during the season to harvest an acre 
completely. 
In picking cotton it is 
im|H«rtant that no trash or discolored 
locks are mixed with the clean, bright 
cotton; for the price paid either for 
seed cotton or baled lint is based on 
the lowest grade it contains rather 
than on the high, it grade. 
(\>tton Should be Gir.ncd Clean ami 
Baled Tight. 
The 
important consid­ 
erations in ginning cotton, insofar as 
the quality of work done by the gin 
affects the selling price of the lint, 
are: 
(1) to dean from the seed cot­ 
ton as much trash and dirt as i« pos­ 
sible, (2) to gin the seed cooton only 
when it is thoroughly dry, since damp 
fibeis break ea-ily and make an un­ 
even staple which is not desirable 
in 
the market, ar.d (3) to turn out 
a 
tight, well formed, well wrapped and 
strongly tied hale. 
A loosely packed, 
.slovenly bale is likely to become rag­ 
ged by rep at< d handling, and then to 
pick up dirt and trash until the lint 
loses grade. 
If baled cotton is to be 
herid for a considerable time it should 
always he sheltered 
Continued ex­ 
posure 
to 
rain will -o stain 
and 
weaken the lint that careful buyers 
will reduce its price. 
Cotton Grades 
Cotton 
is 
bought 
and sold under a grading system long 
established in atl leaeling cotton m ar­ 
kets of the world, and in honest trad­ 
ing its price depends upon its gra*k*. 
A sample of cotton is graded by the 
quantity of trash, dust, sand, motes, 
and cut seed it contains, and by the 
color, 
.strength 
ard 
uniformity in 
length of its fibers. On this basis the 
official cotton grades of the United 
States are as follows: 
Middling Fair, 
St*let Good Middling, Good Middling, 
Strict Middling, Middling, Strict Low 
Middling, Low Middling, Strict Good 
Ordinary, Good Ordinary. 
The grades of Good Middling, Mid­ 
dling. and Low Middling cover 
the 
largt r part of white cotton grown in 
an average season. A good knowledge 
of these three grades is usually suf­ 
ficient for th»- grower. 
Most of the 
remaining grade-« are generally used 
on'y in* close trades in the larger cot­ 
ton markets. 
The grower, especially if he ships 
his cotton to the larger market where 
it will be graded close, should know 
the qualitits by which the grades are 
determined ami should, 
if possible, 
put his cotton in the market clean and 
bright. 
Most growers seldom 
know 
the grade of their product and 
the 
price is largely 
controlled by 
the 
buyer. 
The grower should know at 
least the three principal grades men­ 
tioned above. 
Missouri cotton 
has in the 
past 
suffered no great injury from insects 
and 
diseases. 
However, 
cotton 
in 
general is particularly subject to dam ­ 
age from these enemies. 
This is due 
to two conditions; (1) cotton is very 
dedicate in the early part of the sea­ 
son, ard (2) is on the land from nine 
to eleven months of the year, thus af­ 
fording harorage for insects and lodg­ 
ment for 
diseases 
long after it has 
ceased active growth. 
It will not be 
possible to mention here even briefly 
all of the enemies of cotton. 
But the 
more important onts will be mention­ 
ed and measures for controlling them 
summarized. 
The Mexican Boll Weevil.—O f all 
cotton pests 
the 
boll weevil is the 
most destructive.. 
In the southwest 
part of the cotton belt this insect at 
dimes has reduced the crop by at least 
50 per cent. 
It feeds almost wholly 
tf^on the squares and young bolls. Tbc 
adult weevil bores 
into the boll 
or 
square and deposits an ej$g there. Soon 
the egg hatches into a grub, or larva, 
which feeds upon the inner tissues of 
the 
boll 
or 
square and when full 
growm turns into a pupa, which ma­ 
tures rapidly into the adult weevil. 
The adult then eats its way out of the 
boll or square, soon bores into anoth­ 
er boll or square and lays its eggs. 
The time between ithe egg and the 
adult wevil is ordinarily two to three 
weeks. Thus the weevil multiplies very 
rapidly, the possible progeny of 
a 
pair of weevils 
in a season having 
been conservatively estimated at near­ 
ly 13 million. Thi? w’e'ovil moves fdojti

(but it flies ijttb* until.after the middle 
[of August. 
The boll weevil has frequently been 
seen in Missouri, although 
no 
clear 
cases of damage from it have been 
reported. 
Doubtless 
it* activity has 
been prevented by our winter« which 
ure colder than in other parts of tho 
cotton belt. 
Probably 
this natural 
condition wi'l continue to check any 
important damage by the weevil, al­ 
though of course there is a possibility 
that it may in time become adapted 
to our climate and eause a« 
much 
damage here as el«c«where. 
Therefore the Missouri cotton grow* 
r h not at this time directly inter­ 
ested in boll weevil control. 
In fact, 
tor completely controlling this ir.eect, 
no special measures which are prac­ 
tical for the average farmer, have yet 
been 
developed; 
although 
several 
ptomising means arc* now in the ex­ 
perimental stage. 
But if the weevil 
i« deprivecf of it« food when food is 
scarce, if its winter harborage is de­ 
stroyed, and if the cotton crop i< «sim­ 
ulated to a vigorous growth and early 
maturity, 
weevil 
danutgv 
will be 
greatly reduced. 
Therefore the fol­ 
lowing practices are recommended for 
sections where th bo'l weevil is a ser­ 
ious pest: 
1, use early varieties; 2, piant ear­ 
ly; 3, use fertilizers, especially phos­ 
phate«; 4, cultivate extremely clean; 
5, burn the cotton stalks as soon as 
the crop ha« b„en picked; 6, in the fall 
clean out 
and burn all 
trash and 
weeds from the fences, hedges, ditch­ 
es, etc.; 7, rotate crops systematical-" 
ly. 
The Boll Worm. 
N \xt to the boll 
weevil, the boll worm is generally the 
most destructive insect enemy of the 
cotton crop. 
It is perhaps even more 
widely distributed than the boll wee­ 
vil. 
The boll worm is also a pest ot corn, 
tolmcco, alfalfa, tomato*^ and beans. 
It attacks corn in the young ear and 
i* then called th.* corn ear-worm. 
It 
wiU 
little damage to cotton so lor.g 
as it can feed on the young ears of 
corn. 
Like the boll weevil the 
boll 
worm tta^ks cotton chiefly in the ten­ 
der young bolls nad squares. 
The most practical wav of escaping 
damage from 
the* 
boll 
worm is to 
make an early crop by the same mea­ 
sures recommended for the control of 
the boll weevil. 
If the cotton crop 
Ls well advanced by the time the boll 
worm has ceased feeding on corn, it 
will* suffer comparatively little dam ­ 
age frem this pest. 
I^ate fall plowing 
is also a 
good 
preventive. 
It kills 
many *of the pupae and exposes oth­ 
ers to frost and to birds and rodents. 
Other Insect Enemies.—Of les* gen­ 
eral importance, although occasional­ 
ly doing much dumage to cotton 
in 
some localities, are cotton leaf-worm, 
led spider, leaf-lice, eowpea pod-wee­ 
vil, cut-worms and caterpillars. 
Anthracnpse*.—Cotton 
anthracnose, 
or boll-iot, appears as gray or pink 
spots on the immature bolls. 
Event­ 
ually the inside of the boll may bv 
rotted out. 
Anthracnose is most virulent during 
wet seasons and may then seriously 
damage the crop. 
It makes little pro­ 
gress in dry weather. Wick* spacing of 
the plants, so that sunshine can free­ 
ly reach the bolls, will have consider­ 
able effect in checking 
this disease. 
But far more effective means of con­ 
trol are: 
(1) the use of seed that is 
free from the disease, (2) crop ro ta­ 
tion and fall plowing, and (3) the use 
of varieties that have a tendency 
to 
resist the disease. 
It is highly de­ 
sirable to employ a rotation of crops 
that will keep cotton from the same 
part of the farm two years in success­ 
ion. 
If this is done the disease will 
piohably die out. 
Cotton Wilt.—'The leaves of a cottop 
plant affected by wilt, turn yellow and 
flabby, and some of them fall. 
The 
plant will either die or, if not serious­ 
ly affected, live in a stunted condi­ 
tion. 
The disease comes from 
the 
soil, where it lives on decaying or­ 
ganic* matter. 
It is a thread-like fun­ 
gus which enters the plant at the roots 
and soon clogs the upward passage 
of water in the roots and stems. 
Cottop wilt can be cheeked by keep­ 
ing cotton from the same land 
for 
three or four years, but this is not a 
complete remedy. 
A more effective 
means of control is the u*h> of wilt- 
resislant varieties. 
A number of such 
varieties or strains, hHv»» been devel­ 
oped by the U. S. Department of A g­ 
riculture, the most important of which 
are Dillion, Dixie, and Modella. 
Mosaic Disease.—This diease, ofL n 
called 
black-rust 
and 
yellow leaf- 
blight, is a widely known scourge of 
cotton, which does its greatest dam ­ 
age on light sandy soils lacking 
in 
organic« m atter and potash. 
It caus­ 
es the leaves to turn« a mottled yel­ 
low, then black. 
Finally they fall. 
Mosaic 
disease 
seldom attacks 
a 
thrifty, vigorous crop on good land. 
Crop rotation that will increase the 
organic m atter of the soil, the use of 
potash fertilizer, and good drainage, 
arc the most effective means of pre­ 
venting this disease. 
Cotton farming is more successful

The 
<*rop rotation, in onnn«*ctinn with the 
proper u«e of fertilizers, should not 
only maintain or increa 
th«* fertility 
«if the soil; it should also produce feed 
for the support of livestock, am! 
it 
should include crops which can 
be 
sold to supplement the income 
from 
coUon. 
Diversified farming is thi* 
only sound system umbo* w h i c h cotton 
'(can lor.g be produced profitably. The 
continuous productir.n of cotton «*n 
the onnte 
latwl will 
eventually ruin 
both the soil ami th< farmer. 
In r,o other part of Missouri 
art* 
natural conditions 
so favorable for 
th<- rotation of crops a> in «»ur cotton 
section. 
A great 
number 
of staph 
crops can be grown th«*r«* successful­ 
ly, and in any locality it i« possible to 
arrange a rotation which will b«*n< fit 
the «oil and at the name time provide 
for the needs of a <iiver«ifie«i farm ­ 
ing system. 
In general, a systematic rotation of 
crops in our cotton section should in­ 
clude at h ast 
cotton, corn ar.d 
le­ 
gumes. 
It may also include wheat or 
oats. 
Legumes should he grown alone 
as full season crops ami some of them, 
«specially cowpeas, 
may be planted 
with com. 
As a rule corn should fol- 
low c«>tton. 
Winter cov« r crops, of 
which rye is the m od important for 
us, should always be use«' 
to furnish 
pasturage, to prevent erosion of thv 
soil, to keep the soil in good mechan­ 
ical contlition, and to in; reae« its sup­ 
ply of organic matter. 
It must be emphasize*! that on most 
soils of the 
Missouri 
cotton section 
the only rational 
system of cotton 
fanning i« one which indu«ies th«* fre­ 
quent production of legumes in rota­ 
tion with cott«m and other crops. This 
system not only add.* nitrogen to the 
soil in a profitable form; it may also 
conserve the natural 
store of nitro­ 
gen and greatly improve the mechani­ 
cal condition of the soil. 
»Several of the Southern experiment 
-tations have found a heavy increase 
in the yield of cotton after a legume 
crop ha«l been returned to the soil. For 
example, th«- Alabama Station reports 
an increase of over 80 ¡hi* cent, after 
plowing under a crop of cowpeas. The 
Missouri Experiment Station, in ex­ 
periment« on saftklyHlgnd at Morlcy, 
Scctt County, found that turning un­ 
der cowpeas produced a far greater 
increase in 
the 
yields of com and 
wheat* than were produced by mason- 
able applications of commercial fer­ 
tilizer.
